Mr* Helms: 

Reported he had completed two sessions with representatives 
of the Bureau of the Budget as a result of their recent survey 
of clandestine activities and these representatives had raised 
the question of going into TSS, Mr, Helms said he believed that 
the prime purpose of this request would be to attempt to determine 
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the extent of coordination on research and development programs 
being carried on by other departments of the Government, Mr*
